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Jackson, Miss., Jely___45.—[Special.]— 
The convention tomorrow will be the largest 
ever lcld in the state. The nomi- 
nations wiil be made in the following order: 
Governor, lieutenant-governor, secretary of 
state, trcasurcr, auditor of public aecounts, 
attorney-general and superintendent of educa- 
tion. The total number of votes in the con- 
vention is 240, the majority rule governing in 
determining the nomination. Seats have been 
provitied for 480 delegates. The candidates 
are: For governor, Johu M. Stone and John 
ht. Cameron. Stone has eighty instructed 
votes and Cameran forty-five, leaving ninety- 
five unpledged, which includes the votes in- 
structed for Barksdale, Taylor, leatherstone 
and tLee,- withdrawn. Thero is various 
and the wildest reports as to combina- 
tions, deals and dark horses. The Edwards 
house, which is the headquarters of the candi- 
dates, is one seething mass of liumanity, swel- 
ter'ng in heat and fanning.

Jounstown, Pa., July 15.—The board of 
inguiry met today and issued orders for relief 
to these entitied to it. The commission at 
Cresson classified the sufferers into classes 1, 
2,5,4, and 5, and recommended that immedi- 
ate payment be madeto classes 1, 2.and 3, re- 
quiring 3196,000.

Tomorrow those in the 
fourt! ward will receive like orders, and so 
on throughout the city. Before paying on 
any money, the judge for some purpose of his 
own, Will require each person to be qualified 
to his or her loss.

CuicaGco, July 15.—A dispatch from Fort 
Bennett, Dakota, says: General Crook, in 
speakinz of the Sioux commission, expressed 
his belicf thata requisite number of names 
would be secured. ‘Che commission, he said, 
had been in the reservation thirty-eight days 
and lad secured nearly 2,0CO signatures and 
only about 1,500 more were needed. Of 2,100 
Indians who have not yet signed, cnly a few 
hundred were reported hostile, and informa- 
tion from Rosebud, Pine Ridge, Dower Brute 
and Crow Creek is to the eifect that additional 
Signaturesare being secured every day. ‘The 
agents at a are ronnding up the scat- 
tering ones and they only lack a fow hundred 
of having the necessary three-fourths, and they 
will more than get these at Crow Creek. The 
commission fully expects to succeed and is de- 
termined to push work thoroughly to the end 
and go over the ground again if necessary.

Before reaching Princeton 
it blew the roof off the barn of John Stinson, 
throwing it into a cornfield some distance 
away. The develling house of Finley White- 
head, in Princeton, was carried away, and his 
wacon-making shop, near by, was demolished. 
A large brick school building in the village

-ROSTRATED BY ELFPCTILICITY. 
Firemen of Evansville, Indiana, Kun Into a 
tuilding Charged With Electricity. 

Cricaco, July 15.—A special dispatch from 
Evansville, Ind., says: This city was visited 
by a heavy rain and wind storm yesterday af- 
ternoon, doing much damage. About 10 
o’clock last night, when the power at electric 
light station for the street illumination was 
turned on, numerous wires which had been 
blown down, charged buildings and pools of 
water in the street with clectricity. Firea 
foct high was emitted in places, causing an 
agiarm to be sounded. The fire department re- 
sponded, and being unaware of the condition 
of things, rushed into what was almost certain 
death. Horses and firemen aiike were knocked 
down with electricity. Others rushed intoa 
building that was apparently on fire only to be 
thrown violently down. Citizens rushed in 
and met a similar fate, and excitement ran 
high. A mossenger hastencd to the station 
and had the electric power shut off, and then 
the work of resuscitating began. A dozen or 
mere men were found unconscious, but their 
lives were saved by laying them upon the wet 
ground. Several flremen are yet in a preca- 


rious condition. 
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HOW HE REMOVED THEM. 


A Landlord Murders the Family of His 
Tenant. 

Empinrk City, Oregon, July 15.-—Mrs. Eaten- 
shaver and child were brutally murdered on 
the farm of John Gilman, near Coquille City, 
Thursday night, and buriedin a. gulch near 
the house, where they were found today. The 
husband was working up the river, returning 
home Saturday. They were tenants of Gil 
man, who wanted them to leave, which they 
refused until their lease expired. After the 
murder of the wife and ehild, Gilman laid in 
wait Saturday and attacked Eatenshaver on 
his approach to his home, but he escaped and 
gavo the alarm, which resulted in the diseov- 
ery today of the remains of his wife and child 
and a ready-made grave for the husband. 
Gilman and his wife were arrested and may be 
lynched.

Who Were Attempting to Prevent Miners 


Returning to Work. 

Braipwoop, Ill., July 15.—About 7,200 
miners, formerly employed at Godley mine, 
went to. work Saturday morning. The sheriff 
received word that a hundred or more of the 
strikers were on their way to intercept the 
men, and started for the scene with a posse, 
Coming upon the strikers he called upon them 
to disperse, and @n their refusing the posse 
fired revolvers. One striker had his skull 
grazed by a ball and another reccived a serious 
scalp wound. The deputics then charged the 
crowd and put them to flight. Witnesses of 
the affair claim that the sheriff was too hasty, 
but that officer says he intended bis men to 
fire in the air. It is understood that the 
trouble of the miners and operators will Le sub- 
mitted to arbitration today. Some blood is 
feared as a result of Saturday’s shooting.

THE SONS OF GOD. 
Relationship of Gorrillas Renudiated by the 
Negroes, 

BinMINGHAM, Ala., July 15.—[Special.J— 
‘‘Are we Sons of God or Gorrillas,’* was the 
subject of a sermon preached at Tuskaloosa, 
Ala., yesterday, by Rev. William Harris, the 
leading colored minister of the town, Dr. 
Peter Bryce, superintendent.of the State in- 
sane asylum, recently read a paper before the 
State Teachers’ association on the subject of 
mind development, in which he advocated the 
theory of evolution. Rev. Harris read this 
paper, and determined to preach a sermon on 
the subject. He declared that men were the 
sons of God, and that all who believed in evo- 
lution were infidecis and biasphemers. He 
convinced his congregation that they were in 
oe related to gorrillas, but were sons of 
God. 


LYNCHING AT IUKA. 


Swan Buresa Swung Up by a Mob for the 
Murder of Whitehurst. 

Mrmpuis, Tenn., July 15.—Yesterday morn- 
ing Swan bures, the negro charged with the 
murder of a young white man named White- 
hurst, was lynched at Iuka, Miss. A mob 
of 100 men forced the jailer to give up his 
keys, and took Bures a short distance away 
and hanged him to a tree. 

One night last May young Whitehurst start- 
ed from ‘Tuscumbia for Burnesville on a 
freight train. The conductor and his two 
brakemen raised a difticulty with Whitehurst, 
which resulted in his death; proof showing 
that the conductor and Bures, one of the brake- 
man, shot Whitehurst and then threw him off 
o{ the train where the wheels would pass over 
his body, so that they might conceal their 
crime.

The funeral of Colonel L. C. Jones, late su- 
perintendent of the Carolina Central railroad, 
yesterday, is said to have been the most im- 
pressive ever held in North Carolina. Four 
special trains, to carry the employes of the 
railroad, were run, one from Charlotte, one 
from Wilmington, one from Fayetteville, and 
one from Raleigh. <All the employes of the 
road, numbering upward of a thousand, at- 
tended the funeral, which was conducted at 
half past 10 o’clock yesterday morning at 
Buffalo Presbyterian church, in Moore county.

SRAZIL, Ind., July 15.—The executive com- 
mittee of miners disbursed Saturday $256 
among 5,559 dependents. Dependents have 
increased by seventy-five since Wednesday, 
and the relicf fund has decreased $200 since 
that date, Of twenty-five towns and -cities 
contributing to the relief fund, twenty-one 
mining cénters in Hocking Valley, Ohio, wero 
represented, with one in. West Virginia and 
one in Illinois. The latter two states give 
$19 only. Hocking Valley coal is. competing 
with Indiana block, and while with one hand 
operators and miners there are bestowing 
charity, with the other they aro rapidly filling 
contracts for Indiana block coal with Hocking 
Valley coal. In a few days, if they can keep 
the strike on that long, they will have captured 
the year’s trade.

WHEELING, W. Va., July 15.—At a picnic 
at Kea’s Run, on the Ohio river, yesterday, 
Jacob Francis, a wealthy farmer, was assault- 
ed by John and*Jaines Rowland and Thomas 
Cook. Franciss friends took part and a 
pitched battle ensuing, knives, revolvers and 
stones being used freely. Francis was stabbed 
three times in the back and terribly beaten 
about the head. Hisinjuries are fatal. One 
of the Rowlands was shot in the arm, and 
Cook's skull was fractured with aclub. Others 
of the party received serious but not fatal 
injuries. @ook and the Rowland’s were des- 
perate characters. The fight grew out of a 
family feud.

Celebration of the Centennial of the Fa!l of 
the Bastile. 

New Yorr, Jnly 15.—Celebration of the 
one-hundredth anniversary of the fall of the 

sastile, Which was begun yesterday by French- 
men of this city, was continued today. French 
societies, numbering about 5,000 men, gathered 
at their headquarters and marched through 
Washington square and some of the streets in 
that vicinity, and finally paraded to Union 
qua re, where they were reviewed by Mayor 
Grant and a number of distinguished Freuch- 
men.

It is also recommended the sum of 
S200 per annum be appropriated to each com- 
pany of the force required by law, and that two 
camping grounds be provided, one in the upper 
part of the state and one en the coast, these 
camps to be maintained and every necessary 
camp equipment be provided by the state. In 
the aunualencampments which will be re- 
quired by law, in which the troops will be in- 
structed in camp «duties, non-commissioned 
ofticers, musicians amd privates to receive $1.90 
per day, lheutenants $2.00, captains and field 
officers 83.00. Kach man will. also receive 
rations and transportation to and from home.” 

The shortege in the present supply of ame 
munition is referred to, and it is recommended 
that this be remedied at once, ritle practice 
being mace compulsory at least ten times a 
vear. Twothousand tive hundred dollars is 
the amount of the appropriation asked for the 
purchase of ammunition annually, until the 
exact amount necessary can be ascertained. 

In conclusion the board recommends "that 
the state appropriate the sum of $25,000 annus 
ally for all the purposes mentioned in the re- 
port,’’ but states that such amount would not 
be enough, but ‘would put the force in fag 
condition.”

There was a juicy debate in the senate yes- 
terday over the great American privilege of 
taking a drink, which, scecording to Senator 
Strother, was handed down by the fathers. 

This was followed by a warm discussion of 
the ball-killing amendment. 

The senate had been grinding along for two 
hours reading new bills and passing 2 dozen or 
so after a third reading, when a halt was called 
by Senator Hall, onthe bill to prohibit the 
sale or furnishing of spirituous or malt liquors 
to intoxicated persons. 

“I Lope this bill will not pass,’’ said the 
senator, “for I think it goes too far. This bill 
prohibits the sale or furnishing of liqnor to an 
intoxicated person not only by sellers of liq- 
uor, but by any one who is nota seller. Under 
wi e decisions of the courts an intoxicated per- 

on is one who is ‘perceptibly under the influ- 


ence cf liquor.’ 

‘‘Now, if any person, I eare not who, shonld 
give a drink to any one whois pereeptibly un- 
der the infinence of liquor, he is guilty of a 
r under that bill.

Judge Hall made th: titutional objection 
that the bill prohibited only the ‘‘sale” 
in the caption, while in the body of the bill 
it probibited the “furnishing” of liquor. 

It was evident that’ Senator Boyd was in 
dead earnest as le rose to reply. 

‘Air, President and Senators,’’ he said, ‘I 
dislike very much to diiier with the distin- 
guished chairman of the ju liciary cominittce 
as to the policy ofthis law. As the law now 
stands you can only convict a seller of liquor, 
but the billon the table is operative against 
any one who sells or furnishes liquor to an in- 
toxicated person. I appeal to the cominon 
seuse of this bedy to say whether the crime 
would be greater in the seller of liquor to sell 
to an Intoxicated person or to furnish it. Is 
not one as criminalas the other? Is not this 
proposition in pane bill inte nded to suppress a 
great evil that cxists in the lane W hy under 
the constrnctio nof the ge ntleman of the re- 
striction in the bill, this seller of liquer could 
sell toa third person who could furnish to in- 
toxicated men. Why, Mr. P resident, a law in 
order to be etfs ctive must stril ike at the evil 
and take it! y the best method.”’ 

tiere the dienified senator rose 
as he said with creat earnestness, 
one fei] swoop.’ 

And with this evil existing,’’ he continued, 
“7 think I may appeal to the observation and 
conscience of this senate. I think the law is 
well prepared and ought to be passed, at it 
strikes at a huge evil and itisin support of the 
scriptufl propositi on that We shall not put the 
bottle to our neighbor’s mouth. I trust the 
bill will be amended and passed for the benefit 
of the people of Georgia and in aid of a great 
moral question, and, therefore, if I aim in cr- 
der, I thank the senator for furnishing me an 
amendment which wil] meet the const itutional 
objection, and move toinsert in the caption 
the words “‘or furnish.” 

Sen: ator Strother followed. He spoke with 
great warmth of fecling and it was evident 
that it was a serious matter with him. 

“Myr. President,’’ he said, ‘‘I oppose this 
bill, not that I oppose temperance or anything 
lezitimata in that-line, but I oppose it because 
I believe it goes too far. it is an attempt to 
make fearful inroads on our rights with sump- 
tuary legislation which it seems to me ‘has al- 
reapy been carried far enough. The bill giv- 
ing local option.w every county seems to be 
suificient and proper andis|the only bill we 
need ia Georgian.’ 

**Now, Mr. President and senators,’’ he said 
triumphantly, “there are times when physi- 
ciuns would see proper to administer a drink 
of liquor to an enfeebled man who was already 
even intoxicated, to bring him out, and by the 
provisions of this bill the medical adviser is 
prohibited from administering it as a medi- 
cine.”’ 

Starting outon another branch of the sub- 
ject he had gotten as far as ‘it is a great in- 
fraction of our. feelings,’”’ when he was inter- 
rupted by Senator boy d, who said in an inno- 
cent way: 

**May I ask the senator a question ?”’ 

“Certainly.” 

“Ho youclaim that a physician, if a man 
was intoxicated, would give him more liquor 
to cure hii; is that your proposition ?”’ 

There was an audible sinile as ono ator 
Strother turned to reply, and he said with a 
good deal of warmth: 

“Yes, sir. You have got me down exactly 
right. You know very little about whisky, 
and you don’t know how to cure it.”’ 

On this proposition Senator Boyd passed, 
and Senator Strother went on with his speech: 

“Why,” he exclaimed, ‘fone drink is some- 
times intoxicating, andtwo drinks would be 
more so, and the question arises, to whatextent 
could two gentlemen drink together? It is 
possible that gentlemen could never drink 
together at all under this bill, and the 
people of Georgia would be denied Ww hat they 
have enjoyed from the foundation of the state 
—the right of ta! KING a drink together when 
they see proper.’ 

Then, with intense dramatic effect, he looked 
around and said, ‘and they Propose to Cc ut 
down the privileges of the ci tizens of Georgia 
by such a propes ition as this 

The result was that the vill was lost by an 
overwhelming vote. 

A DEBATE ON DANCING. 

The senote passed one more bill and then 
went into a heated debate on dancing. 

Tho Bartlett resolution with the bell-killing 
amendment was called up by Senator Whit- 
field, and Senator Strother again took a stand 
in favor offtiberal principles.

Gemanded. ‘it bears suspicion upon its very 
face.

THE SCHEME OF ROGERS, WORSHAM 
& CoO. 


South Georgia Farmers to Ee Supplied With 
Jute Seed, So that Georgia May Raise Uer 
Own Begging. 


Macon, Ga., July 15.—[Special.]—Nodgers, 
Worsham & Co,, of Macon, are leading the 
fight onthe bagging trust, and inorder to 
make their efforts successful, the firm intends 
beginning at the ground, soto speak. They 
propose to plant and raise jute. With this end 
in view, Mr. Mitchell Rodgers, of the above 
firm, will leave in afew days tor Washington 
city. bearing a letter of introduction from 
Congressman Blount to Hon. Jeremiah Rusk, 
eecretary of agriculture. 

The object of Mr. Rodgers’s visit is to obtain 
a liberal supply of jute seed, a large portion of 
Which Mr. Rodgers will dis tribute among the 
farmers of the counties contiguous to Bibb to 
plant. Mr. Rodgers’s firm will also experi- 
ment at p lanting the jute, and thoy have ap- 
propriated one thousand dollars for that P' ur- 
pose. They see no reason why tho jute can 
not be successfully grown here. It 1s raised 
in Florida, Mississippi and Kentucky to a 
smallextent. Mr. Rodgers has mentioned the 
matter to several reliable farmers in this sec- 
and they are enthusiastic over the matter. 

i. B. T. Bae. of Bibb, a successful farmer, 

Said today: ‘‘Giveme the jute seed and I 
will show you jute next year. 

‘Mr. Rodgers states that the cheapest kind of 
michinery is used in making jute bagging, and 
he hopes inafew years to see jute baggi vg 
factories throughout the south. Mr. Rogers 
Says: ‘‘Ascertain asthe sun shines we will 
succeed in successfully growing jute, and if 
our planting friends will display energy at 
once in the matter, success will sure crown our 
We will then settle forever the bag- 
ging trust.”’ 

lvogers, Worsham & Co. are also willing to 
subscribe several thousand dollars to help the 
alliancemen in this section to establish a large 
cotton seed oi] mill in opposition to the present

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A Bill That Ought to Pass. 

Hon. W. W. Gordon, one of the repre- 
sentatives from Chatham, has introduced a 
bill in the house wilich ougbt to become 4 
law. It proposes to amend the constitution 
so that Lills introduced in the legislature 
shall be read by caption only for the first 
reading. 

If this amendment is agreed to by the leg- 
islature, and ratified by the people, it will 
do more than anything which has yet been 
suggested ta shorten the sessions of the gen- 
eral assembly. 

As it is now, all bills are read three times 
in both houses of the general assembly. 
The first reading is merely a perfunctory 
proceeding, and much time is unnecessarily 
consumed in this tedious process. The law 
requires that the caption of all bills shall be 
descriptive of the nature and contents of 
such bills, and even if this were not required 
the first reading would do little to enlighten 
the house as to the character of bills intro- 
duced, for it is impossible to gather any defi- 
nite idea as to the nature of such bills from 
the unnecessary and hasty reading to which 
they are first subjected. 

Captain Gordon’s ideais to have all bills 
referred to committees after the reading of 
the title only, instead of after the full first 
reading, as is now required by the constitu- 
tion. After the committes’s report the bills 
will be, as now, put to a second, then a 
third and final reading. Captain Gordon 
bas been a member of the legislature for six 
years, and there are few, if any, persons ip 
the state better acquainted with the ques- 
tion of legislative proceeding than he. His 
bill, if it becomes a law, will result in the 
saving of thousands of dollars annually to 
the people of Georgia, and, as far as we can 
gee, there is no possible disadvantage in 
puch a im casure. 

A New A: been for Criminals, 

Whether Judge McAlister, of Nashville, 
has been misled by the remarkable stand 
taken by Tennessce’s remarkable governor, 


or whether both the judge and the governor’ 


represent the pubile sentiment of Ten- 
meszee, isa matter that need not be dis- 
cussed. Itis very certain, however, that 
the refusal of the governor of Tennessee to 
deliver a criminal over to the authorities of 
Georgia is an advertisement to the effect 
that Tennessee is ambitious to become the 
asylum of a certain class of criminals; and 
the refusal of Judge McAlister, of Nash- 
ville, to held Sullivan, the slugger, on the 
requisition of the governor of Texas, is in 
the nature cfa clincher to the adrertisonient: 

The extraordinary stand taken by these 
Tennessee officials throws open the doors 
of ‘Tennessee to the great majority of law- 
breakers in all the states. Those who are 
guilty of misdemeanors largely outnumber 
those who commit felonies, and for this 
larze and apparently growing class Tennes-— 
see offers a safe refuse. 

If the authorities of the other states 
should follow the reckless and audacious 
example of Tennessee there would be an 
end of justice, for the criminals of one state 
could defy the law by crossing over into tue 
borders of another. 

The excuse of Judge McAlister in allow- 
ing Sullivan to go free was that a misde+ 
meanor is not extraditable under the law of 
Tennessee. But this is not the fact. Ten- 
nessee cannot have any law that is in plain 
violation of the constitution of the United 
States. That document provides that ‘‘a 
person charged in any state with treason, 
felony or other crime, who shall flee from 
justice and be found in another state, shall, 
on demand of the executive authority of 
the state from which he fled, be delivered 
up to be removed to the state having juris- 
diction of the crime.”’ 

This is plain enough as it stands, but the 
supreme court has made it still plainer. 
That tribunal says: ‘‘These words, in 
their plain and obvious import, as well as 
in their legal and technical sense, embrace 
every act forbidden and made punishable by 
the law of the state. ‘The word ‘crime’ of 
itself includes every offense, from the high- 
est to the lowest, inthe grade of offenses, 
aud includes what are called misdemeanors, 
as well as treason and felony.’’ 

Now, thisis the law of Tennessee, and 
Judge McAlister’s action in releasing Sul- 
Jivan was either an ignorant or a wilful 
violation of that law. 

The position Tennessee has taken through 
its officials is inexcusable and illegal. But 
it need not prevent the punishment of the 
two brutes who slugged each otherin Mis- 
sissippi. Maryland and Massachusetts are 
ready to surrender them, and if Governor 
Lowry isin earnest he can have them re- 
turned to Mississippi in short order. 


What He is There For. 

The Burlington Hawkeye, which used to 
be a readable newsaper, and which is still 
one of the most excellent republican organs 
to be found in the country, causually re- 
marks that ‘‘nothing could be simpler than 
the explanation which First Assistant Post- 
master General Clarkson gives of his policy 
in turning two or three hundred democrais 
daily out of the postotilces that they encum- 
ber. Hesays: ‘That is what I am here 
for.’ Mr. Clarkson has the correct concep- 
tion of his duties.”’ 

Well, there is no doubt that Mr. Clark- 
gon is a great man and a fearless one, but 
it strikes us that even as a partisan he goes 
a little further in his arduous duties than

Clarkson has stripped some of its clothes 
off, to be sure, but he is merely carrying out 
a programme. “Tiat is what he is there 
or.’ 


Funding the City’s Debt. 

The plan outlined by Alderman Hempbill 
for funding the city’s debt is one which 
means a great deal to the city. 

Atlanta now owes between $1,500,000 
and $2,000,000, upon which it is paying 
seven and eight per cent. interest. Mr. 
Hemphill propuses that the city be given 
the power to fund this debt by issuing long 
time four and a half per cent bonds. 
The — fact that these new issues 
will be of Jong time  bonds,* while 
the present bonds run for only a few years 
longer, is a suitictent guarantee that the 
holders of the present bonds will be willing 
to make the change—possibly to pay a 
premium. 

The issuance of four and a half bonds to 
take the place of the sevens and eights 
means a saving to the city of, in round

This, then, would prohibit the 
importation of fresh fish from Mobile, Pensacola 
and Charieston, and encourage the fish industry of 
our Georgia seaports, Catish from the Tennessee 
river should also be prohibited, unless caught in 
hat part of the river which touches or nearly 
touches Georg. a& soil, Oysters froin Norfolk and 
Biloxi sheul dot course be prohibited. Sait eodiish 
from Massachusetts might be allowed, as that tirh is 
not found 04 the Georgia Coast.

Butter 
isa woman’s industrv, aud hence butter from the 
west and from New York and other foreign coun- 
tries should be exelnded from our markets. Cheese 
is not speciaily known as u Georgia industry, but it 
might be, justas beef mignt be, and on the same 
ground no one should be ailowed to importor sell 
imported cheese except utter ialty of law. The 
sane prineipie also applies tu 41: canned goods im- 
mense quantities of which might be macein Georgia, 
but are not, andare imported trom other states, thus 
drawing the very Jife blcod from Georgia.

AT THE CAPITOL. 


A DAY’S WORK WITH MEMBETLRS OF 
THE HOUSE. 


The Olive Pill Committee Met Least Night—Im- 
portant Work of the Differcnt Committces— 
Educational Talking. 


A numberof bills were read for the first 
time in the house yesterday, and a few came 
up for their final reading. 

The attendance was slim, and—--— 

Mr. Snelson noticed it. 

The patriotic soul of the member from Meri- 
wether was stirred to itsdepths. The gist of 
his rather lengthy remarks was embodied in 


the resolution: 

“Resolved, Thatnmo more leaves of absence be 
grantet to ‘any member ofthe house except for 
providential causes OF on demand of the courts of 
the country.”’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Snelson’s remarks 
Mr. Coggins, of Banks. arose. 

“T moye,”’ said he, ‘‘that the motion be re- 
ferred to the committee on lunatic asylum.”’ 

The motion was ruled out of order. 

Mr. Bell, of Forsyth, moved to table the 
resolution. It was tabled by a vote of 91 to 2. 

Mr. Snelson subsided. 

THE ORDER OF THE DAY. 

Honse bill No. 126 was the special order of 
the day for yesterday. Thisis the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Snelson, to amend an act to ren- 
der more efticient the inspection and analysis of 
fertilizers. 

It is an agricultural committee bill. 

On motion, the bill was made the special or- 
der for next Thursday. 

THE ATKINSON BILI.. 

A numerously signed petition was presented 
to the house yesterday by Mr. Johnson of 
Fioyd, 

Amongst the names on the list are scores of 
the most prominent ladies in Geor; gia. 

“Realizing,” say the ladies, “the i: nportance 
of the measure now before your «body to estab- 
lish au industrial school for white girls in this 
state, and having at heart the ady ancement 
and material welfare of our daughters, such as 
would be assured by a proper course of indus- 
trial training and the acquirement of those ac- 
complishments that will equip them tor the 
practica! duties of life, and being fully insym- 
pathy with the measure proposed by Hon. W. 
Y. Atkinson, ct Coweta county, for 
the establish ‘ment of such an institution, 
wo respectiuliy and earnestly request tha 
consideration at your hands which the im- 
portance of the measure demands. * * * 
We add our prayers with a strong feeling ot 
hopefulness that you will lend your efforts in 
behalf of the establishment of such an institu- 
tion as is here contemplated, and secure such 
liberal endowment for the same as will success- 
fully carry out the plan outlined in the biil 
introduccd by Mr. W. Y. Atkinson.” 

A UNIFORM BALLOT. 

One of the most important bills introduced 
this session was by Hon. J.C. Chew, of Burke. 
It isa dill to establish a uniform system of 
ballots at all elections in this state. The law 
has been tried already in anumiberof s siates, 
and the weight of precedent is strongly in 
favor of the bill. 

It will be remembered that in the famous 
contest of Speaker Carlisle’s election, by 
Thiebe, oue of the main grounds was that the 
edges of the bailot avere rough, making a 
“distinguishing mark”’ in the meaning of the 
law. 

Mr. Chew’s bill provides that there shall be 
only one form and _ style of ballot to be voted 
onorcounted: that only legal ballot to bea 
piece of plain, white paper, six inches long 
and three inches wide, upon Which there sh: all 
be written or printed, or partly written and 

part y printed in black ink, the names and 
oilices, and there shall be no distinguishing 
mark or device of any character upon the bal- 
lot. : 

Any manager that shall Knowingly receive 
and count a baliot net in bon formity With the 

requirements of this act shall be vuilty ofa 
miisdemea: “8 ind punished as provided in 
section 4510 ‘the code. 

aaaee OTHER BILLS, 

Mr. Berner, of Monroe, introduced a bill 
amending the act providing for the regutation 
of railroad freigiit and passenger tariffs, ap- 
proved Octobe rs} ith, 1870 The amendment is 
in striking from: sec tic mm vi the following words 
at the clos6 of the section: ‘Stating the name 
of the paper in which the same was “publish. ed 
together with the date and place of publica- 
tion,’’ so that the last clause of the section 
shallread: ‘All such schedules purporting to 
be printed and published as aforosaid, shall be 
receiyed and held in all such sutts as prima 
facie the schedules of said cominissions, with - 
out further Beet than the production of the 
schedules desired to be used as evicenee, with 
acertificate of the railroad commission that 
the same isa true copy of the schedule pre- 
pared by them for the sailroad company or 
corporation therein nar ned and that the same 
has been duly publ: ished as required by law. 

Mr. Gunter, of lienry, introduced a bill to 
amend section 4:00 of the code of ’82. The 
provision of the billis that the words “liens 
forrentand advances made upon crop, by 
landlords, employes or others, are authorized 
by law,’’ and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words “all cases wherein any tenantorcropper 
shall remove from the premises of the land- 
lord or cwner thereof any article of farm pro- 
duce, such as cotton, cotton seed, corn, wheat, 

ts, barley, rye, potatoes, or any other farm 
produce and sell, dispose of or exchange 
the same, when said tenant or. crop- 
per shall be indebted to said landlord for rent 
orsupplies furnished to make said crop, 
whether such indebtedness bo by note, open 
account, or secured by lein in writing, without 
first having obtained the consent of said tand- 
lord. So that said section when amended 
shall read: ‘‘The provisions ofsection 4,00 of 
the code rendering penai the wrongful sale of 
mortgaged pro} erty, shall be extended to and 
include all cases w herein any tenant * * *# 
Without first having obi: amed the econsent of 
said landiord. And offenses against this -sec- 
tion shall be hel.! misdemeasors, and any per- 
son guilty thereof, shall on conviction therefor 
be punished acco! ding to section 4,310 of the 
coue. 

Mr. Johnson, of Clinch, introdnced a_ bill of 
general interest. It shall not be lawful, so the 
bill reads, for any railroad in the state to fail 
to permanently locate at every junctional 
point, or where a branch road extends from 
the main line, or where one road crosses an- 
other, a carinspector, whose duty it shall be to 
rigidly inspect ali trains passing cach of said 
points as to their safety condition. For a vio- 
lation of any of the provisions of this act, 
either by the several railroad companies of this 
state or their empluyes, punishment for mis- 
cemeanor shall be meted out as provided in 
section 4519 of the code. 

A bill of general interest to lawyers was 
introduced by Hon. W. C. Glenn of Whit- 
field. The bill provides that all misnomers, 
either of the defendants or of any other party 
whose correct name should be set fourth, all 
misdescriptions of stolen property, of written 
instruinents of mistated dates, and of all 
other matters necessary to make the allega- 
tions correspond to the proof offered to sus- 
tain indictment, shall be amended on motion, 
the court to granta continuance of the prin- 
we oa of justice deinand the same.
